Field Day 198] was held on June 27-28 on the Fort Richardson Army Reserva~ 
tion, The following excerpts originate from my secret heartthrob diary. 
. oe have been changed to protect the innocent; the call signs, how- 
» have not. 


"Woke up at 5:20 with the XYL ranting and raving about why she didn't 
understand I had to get up so early. I retired to the bathroom to perform 
the Three S's and get my program in general order. 


“We have the only repeater in the world that sends 88s indiscriminately, 

I thought to myself as I QSO'd with KL7JIM on 34/94, I had all my gear 
ready to go, including the TS-520 which would later go haywire and cause 
me great embarrassment, and my favorite pillow and blanky. Up pulls JIM, 
with the now famous “Red Chinese Special" generator.

Vice-President Bob Mckinnie AL7AW called the meeting to order at 7:10 
pm and announced that new officers will be empowered on July 1. 


Steve Schroeder KL7ML announced that $10,000 had been placed ina 
money market fund, and, as such, will earn between 15.25 and 15.50% 
interest. Steve also noted that the club's tax return needed to be 
filed -- it is already overdue. KL7FO to work with new treasurer 
Fred Toliver KL7HM towards this goal.
